Asa Beals, Henry H. Way, Arnold ButTum. 
N. Johnson, and Daniel Worth, were appoin¬ 
ted said committee; who presented the following 
REPORT. 

The people of the United Stales are amoinr 
the most remarkable of the nations of the earth 
for their cultivation of the spirit of patriotism; 
this prominent and overpowering principle in 
their character has led them to regard the evils 
which as a nation we have suffered, as merely 
temporary, and to rely on the regular and neees- 
•ary operation of our system of government for 
relief. We had not -von indulged the idea that 
it was possible, that there was incorporated into 
our system an evil which in its very nature must 
create hostile interests anti feelings, and ulti¬ 
mately prostrate our liberties, and involve us in 
irretrievable ruin, until for a long time, we had 
witnessed the legislation OT Congress and the 
action of the National Government exclusively 
devoted to the protection of southern institu¬ 
tions, southern industry, and southern rights 
and to the promotion «r southern aggrandize¬ 
ment, ami southern supremacy, till the Nation 
seemed almost to consider that the people of the 
Northern Slates have no rights or interests that 
are worthy of protection and care. 

Our Manufacturing interest has been aban 
dotted to a hopeless competition with the capi¬ 
tal and labor of Europe, and our skilful and en¬ 
terprising Ailizans turned out of employment 
and forced to seek a scanty subsistence by the 
cultivation of a few rented acres of ground, till 
our Agricultural produce finds little market ex¬ 
cept for feeding the slaves oC the South, and 
there only at such low prices that the profit of 
our farms and our labor is transferred to their 
Cotton and Tobacco, to be sold in the European 
market, to enrich and build tip a southern aris¬ 
tocracy, and teperpetuate its dominion over us. 

Our mercantile interest is also sacrificed by 
the competition which the repeal of the Tariff 
has opened to foreign capitalists, who send hith¬ 
er their agents to sell to the American people 
their supply of manufactured goods, and thus 
take fioin us what little the slave-holders have 
left of the proceeds of our industry, and drain 
our country of its wealth. 

The public press of the nation, with few ex¬ 
ceptions, is devoted to the support of the insti¬ 
tutions and the supremacy of the South, and at 
war with the rights and the prosperity of the 
people of the North. 

When a skilful Physician is called to a pa¬ 
tient, his first business is to ascertain the nature 
and seat of the disease; and when a Nation is 
in trouble, the true patriot will first seek out the 
cause of the difficulty, which he will labor to 
remove, as the only appropriate remedy.~v 
There certainly is a cause why the people of 
these States are not united, prosperous and hap¬ 
py. Have the leadets of either of the great po¬ 
litical parties satisfied our minds that they have 
discovered the cause, and that they are disposed 
to apply a remedy ? One party tells us that the 
Whigs have done all the mischief, and cries out 
against the Banks! The other party assures 
us that the Democrats only are in fault, and 
rails against the Sub-Tieasury. Without at¬ 
tempting to settle the question between them, 
we go one step farther back, and inquire who 
are they tiiat control and govern these conten¬ 
ding factions; and that dictate the measures of

This power has hitherto 
been hidden from our view by means of a well 
trained and disciplined parly machinery; by 
which, jtjie people are kept in a constant tur¬ 
moil, in -two grand divisions, consisting of the 
Ins and the Outs; sometimes under one name, 
and sometimes under another; and neither of 
them adhering to any fixed political creed or 
course of policy, for mare than a very few years

THE BLACK CODE OF OHIO. 

This week we devote a large portion of our 
paper to an exposition of the Black Code of | 
Ohio. Most of what follows we wrote 
winter of 1838-9, but it will not be out of place’ 
now, when all eyes are directed to the Assem¬ 
bly, in hopes of a reform in our legislation. 
Degenerac'y. 

This is the year eighteen hundred and forty. 
Thai leligiou, which breathes peace on earth 
and good will to man, and Commands ns to do 
unto Olliers as we would they should do.unto 
made its advent nearly nineteen centuries 
ago. The blessings imparted by its presence, 
who can tell? Despotism has been 
smitten by its power, and is now crumbling in 
decay. Civil liberty has sprung up in its foot¬ 
steps. Under its influence slavery has ceased 
to exist in the British dependencies. Frauce 
and every other nation, save our own, under the 
same influence, are about severing the chains’ 
on human limbs. In some of the states of this 
Union, the march of liberty has been steadily 
onward, Massachusetts, Vermont, and N. 
York have protested against the gag-resolutions 
of Congress, ami spread the broad aegis of a 
jury trial over the personal liberty of all within 
their borders. , Sixty four years ago, our fath¬ 
ers, moved by the free spirit of Christianity, 
solemnly proclaimed the grand doctrines of hu¬ 
man rights. Thirty eight years ago, the free 
settlers of Ohio, the framers of our Constitu¬ 
tion, affirmed the same great doctrines, and 
fixed the brand of their reprobation forever 
the spirit and practice of slavery. 

Within a few years past, in full view of these 
glorious effects of Christianity, the 
those settlers, the descendants of the revolution¬ 
ary fathers; men, who call themselves Chris¬ 
tians; republicans, who scoff at the servile spi- 
it and sentiments of monarchies-, with the 
ights of Christianity beaming upon them, the 
voice of’ mercy pleading against them, their 
professions of superior devotion to freedom.sta- 
them in the face; spurning every feeling 
dear to onr common humanity, forgetful of live 
contempt with which posterity will regard 
their memories; in violation of the con¬ 
stitution they were sworn to maintain; 
in disregard of the rights of the peo¬ 
ple they were sworn to protect; in contempt of | 
the eternal, unchangeable principles of truth and 
justice, and in defiance of God—have bowed 
down before the demon of slavery, aud, in obe¬ 
dience to its demands and the exactions of an 
iron prejudice, trodden upon the weak, forged 
chains for the best affections of the human 
heart, and enacted laws to uphold and perpetu¬ 
ate a stupendous system of violence, robbery 
a£)d licentiousness. 

Times before the CoiistiiuiiolL 
Before the formation of our present constitu¬ 
tion, under the territorial form of government, 
no distinction was ever recognized in Ohio, be- 
■een the rights of while persons, and the 
rights of free colored persons, except in a sin¬ 
gle point. By a law of 1799, all but white per¬ 
sons were exempted, or rather excluded, from

Sec, 4, That if any person Of persons shall harbor or 
secrete any black or ,T.U.UUo person, the properly of any 
person whatever, or shall in any wis? hinder or prevent 
the lawful owner or owners from retaking and possessing 
his or her black ot mulatto servant or servants, he or they 
shall, upon conviction thereof, by indictment or informa¬ 
tion, be fined in any sum not less than ten, 
fifty dollars, atthediscretion of the court; one half thereof 
for the use of the informer, and the other half for the 
of the State. 

Sec. 5. That every black or mulatto person who shall 
come to reside in this State, with such certificate asi 
qnired in the first section of this act, shall, within 
years, have the same recorded in the clerk’s office, in 
county in which he or she means to reside, for which ho 
orshe shall pay to the clerk twelve and a half cents; and 
the clerk shall give him or her a certificate of such rc- 

Sec. 6. That in case any person or persons, his or their 
agent or agents, claiming ariv black or mulatto person or 
persons, that now are, or hereafter may be, in this State, 
may apply, upon making satisfactory proof that such black 
or mulatto person or persons is the property of him or her 
who applies to any associate judge or justice or the peace 
within this State, tho associate judge or justice is hereby 
empowered and required, by his precept, to direct Ihe 
sheriff or constable to arrest such black or mulatto person 
>r persons, and deliver the same, in the county or tow 
hin where such officers shall reside, to the claimant 
claimants or his or their agent or agents; for which si 
the sheriff or constable shall receive such compen- 
n as they are entitled to receive in other cases, ' 
similar services. 

Sec. 7. That any person or persons who shall attempt 
remove-or shall remove from this Stale, or who shall 
laid and assist in removiug, contraiy to the provisions of 
any black or mulatto person or persons, without 
first proving as herein before directed, that he, she or 
they is, or are legally entitled to do so, shall, on convic¬ 
tion thereof before" any court having cognizance uf the 
forfeit and pay the sum of one thousand dollars;

AN ACT to amend the last named Act. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the Slate of Ohio, That no negro or mulatto person shall 
be permitted to emigrate’into, anil settle within this 
Slate, unless such negro or mulatto person shall, within 
twenty days thereafter, enter into bond with two or more 
f.cehold sureties, in the penal sum of five hundred dollars 
before the clerk of the court of common pleas of the coun¬ 
ty in which such negro or mulatto may wish to reside, 
(to be approved of by the clerk,) conditioned for the good' 
behaviour of such negro or mulatto, and moreover lo p-iy 
for the support of such person, in case he, she or they 
shall thereafter be fojjnd within any township in this 
Slate, unable to support themselves; and if any negro or 
mulatto person shall emigrate into ibis Slate', and not 
comply with the provisions of this act, it shall be the duty

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rule of equality was universal. In the conveni 
lion that framed our constitution, the question of j 
depriving the colored people of the right of suf¬ 
frage, gave rise to much discussion. At first, a 
majority of the members was in favor of con¬ 
tinuing to them this right; for, on motion to in¬ 
clause to secure this privilege lo all males 
residing in the territory, the vole stood, yeas, 
19; nays, 15—every member being present.— 
“A motion to extend the same privilege to their 
descendants was lost by a vote of 17 to 16, one 
member being absent. On the third reading of 
the article, a motion was made ttTslrike outrthe 
clause which had been previously inserted, ex¬ 
tending ibis privilege to persons of color as 
above stated, whieli was carried by the easting 
vote of the president, on lie of all the members. 
Ou the question of striking out a clause which 
had been inserted, excluding them from giving 
testimony in courts of justice against while per¬ 
sons, it was carried in the affirmative, by a vote 
of seventeen to sixteen,, one member absent.*”

* Judge King’s Report. 

Without any comment at this lime on the section 
relating to freedom certificates, we remark, that 
the law in regard to testimony, is founded In 
the assumption, that colored people do not a 
predate the obligations of truth, or of an oaffi 
It is a standing libel-on their character, brantW 
them all, in effect, as liars. Its’tendency <7 
la inly is, to degrade them in their own esti ma 
lion, lake off from their conduct the powe f fol 
check of self-respect, tempt them to demoralis-J,, 
tricks to secure rights Which an u n j U st J w . 
throws open to villauous encroachment, an( | 
check their industry and keep down their sp ir it 
of enterprise, by rendering of uncertain ac¬ 
quisition the rewards of honest labor. While 
it operates thus upon the colored man, it offers 
occasion to unprincipled white men to gratify 
their avarice or resentment the expense of 
the former. Need we here speak of the fraud 
and violence to which colored people are con¬ 
tinually subject? It were almost a work of super¬ 


erogation. The observation of perhaps every 
ni'embelf ol'llie Assembly Can furnish facts beat¬ 
ing on this point. Let them call to mind tiie 
case of Scott’s murderers—a wife, prohibited 
frbm giving testimony that might lead to the 
detection of-Jier-otvn husband’s assassin ! The 
personSoarresled are awaiting iheir trial; but 
many a’foeart trembles with apprehension lest 
justice should yet be defrauded of its claims, 
by the law which the Assembly is now called 
on to repeal. 

Take another case which took place not many 
years ago ill this State, a case related to us by 
the lamented Charles Hammond, who often in 
conversation with me, expressed his hostility lo 
this law. 

A white man and a colored man quarrelled, 
The former became angry, drew his knife, and 
his antagonist sought safety in flight. The 
white man pursued him, followed him into his 
house, and cornered him. It was loo dark lo 
discern objects distinctly. The little son of the 
colored man, was lying in the corner whither 
his father had retreated, when, awakened by the 
noise, he started up in front of him. That mo¬ 
ment, the knife of the while man, blind with 
rage, entered his bowels, almost laying bare the 
whole cavity. The child died. The murderer' 
left the house and kept his own counsel; none 
had witnessed the deed but the family and a few 
colored inmates; and justice never could be had, 
the murderer went unpunished, for a colored 
man’s oath was inadmissible!—The law is en¬ 
tirely gratuitous. Every while man, who is 
not gangrened by prejudice, knows, that the 
character of the colored people in this State 
generally, is such as to make them credible 
wilriesses. Besides, why call in question the 
competency of a jury of twelve men of com¬ 
mon sense to decide on the credibility of testi¬ 
mony? This they do jn the case of white wit¬ 
nesses. Why not let colored evidence go lo 
them on the same condition. The law is as 
absurd as it is wicked, and the Christianity of | 
lire people of Ohio demands its repeal. 

School Law. 

But Lite spirit of slavery was not yet satisfied. 
The degradation of lire colored man was not 
complete. So long as one privilege above his 
bare natural rights was accorded to him, the 
slaveholder had ground for offence, and his 
friends in this'State were discontented. The 
eoloted man was still entitled to participate in 
the benefits of the common school-fond. He 
could still educate bis children, and thus cherish 
the hope that their intelligence might one day 
secure to'them privileges from which lie was 
cut off. BtU this hope was crushed. A free 
colored population, enlightened and virtuous, i: 
a thorn in the flesh of the slave-holder. “Let 
there he darkness,” was hts decree, and it was 
obeyed. The colored man was shut out from 
the benefits of the common school, and doomed 
to mental as well as civil degradation. 

Before the organization of our state-govern¬ 
ment, the Congress of the United States passed 
a law, in which was. incorporated the follow¬ 
ing proposition for the acceptance or rejection 
of the territory of Ohio:—“That .the section 
number sixteen in every township—and, where 
such section has been sold, granted, or disposed 
of, other lands equivalent thereto, and most 
contiguous to the same—shall be granted to the 
inhabitants of such township - for the use of 
schools.” The only condition annexed was, 
that the “Slate would, by an irrevocable ordin¬ 
ance, exempt the lands of the United States 
from taxation for the term of five years from and 
after the day of the sale.” “The State of Ohio 
in convention assemljjpd, accepted the above 
proposition on condition ‘that all the lands be¬ 
fore mentioned, to be appropriated by.the Uni¬ 
ted States to the support of schools, shall be 
vested in the legislature of this State, in trust 
for said purpose.’ ” Congress agreed to this 
modification of the former proposition, and the 
grant was accordingly made. 

Such were the circumstances attending this 
grant. No conditions were annexed, no phra¬ 
seology employed, which could authorize the 
supposition, that it was the intention of Congress 
to exclude from the benefits of these donations 
the colored children of the territory. Lt 
now see whether the framers of the Constitu¬ 
tion intended thus to limit the benefits of schools 
endowed in whole or in part from the revenue 
arising from these lands.

The school-law® passed since then, 
these obnoxious provisions. Petitions are now 
probably before the legislature, praying such 
modification of them, as at least to entitle colored 
people to a fait- proportion of the proceeds of 
donations made by the United Stales for school- 
purposes ; and it would be hard to say, why 
the prayer should not be granted. It is a fact tin 
colored people are here*— it is vain to think of | 
removing them—they constitute a quiet, orderly, 
useful class uf the community—il certainly is 
for th® interest of all, that they should have 
every proper facility granted the iff for tho im¬ 
provement of themselves in knowledge and vir¬ 
tue. 

A Legal Settlement aud the Bight of Jury-Trial. 

To fill up the cup of our iniquity, we have 
denied lo the colored man the privilege of ob¬ 
taining a “legal settlement” in the Stale. This 
is a gratuitous insult to him; for, it is well 
known, that paupers among the colored people of 
Ohio are rare, and the few there be, always 
find their wants most cheerfully supplied by 
those of their own color. 

The right of jury-trial is also witheld from 
them in precisely those cases where it is most 
needed—where their personal liberty is in haz¬ 
ard. The slaveholder may lay his hand upon 
any person of colorwithin our borders, drag him 
before an irresponsble magistrate, who, on such 
idence as shall satisfy his mind, may consign 
the wretched victim to perpetual slavery. 

The Black Law. 

But, the worst act remains yet to be noticed— 
an act, which lfas conferred on Ohio a de¬ 
testable pre-eminence among the free Stales, 
in abject subservience to the Slave-Power— 
hich though passed not quite two 
years since, the people of Ohio have already set 
the seal of their condemnation, by returning to 
the Assembly this year, of the seventy-eight 
members who voted for it, ONLY FIVE,— 
mean the black act. We give it an in¬ 
sertion Once more in onr paper,, praying that die 
next record we shall have to make concerning it 
may he— “repealed.” 
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“ That no law shall he passed to prevent the pot 
the several counties and townships within the State, 
from an equal participation in the schools, academies, 
colleges, and universities within this Stale, which are 
endowed, in whole or in part, from the revenue arising 
from the donations made by the United States for the 
support of schools and colleges; and the doors of the 
said schools, academies, and universities, shall be open 
for the reception of scholars, students, and teachers or 
every grade, without any distinction or preference what¬ 
ever, contrary lo the intent for which the said donations 
made.” 


The language of this provision is full and ex¬ 
plicit. It leaves nothing to conjecture. It se¬ 
cures to the poor of “every grade,” colored as 
well as white, the benefits of the common school" 
fund. The correctness of this construction is 
confirmed by the uniform practice of the Stale, 
from the dale of the adoption of the constitu¬ 
tion down to 1829, a period of twenty-seven 
years. That year, for the first time, the legis¬ 
lature violated this section of the constitution, 
by depriving colored children of the privilege o.f 
attending the common school. In 1831, anoth¬ 
er act was passed, “An Act to provide for the 
pport and belter regulation of common 
schools;” in which it is provided, “That a 
fund shall hereafter be raised in the several 
counties of this Stale, in the manner pointed 
by this act, for the use of common schools, 
for the instruction of the white youth of every 
class and grade, without distinction, in reading, 
riling and arithmetic, and oilier necessary' 
branches of education.” By the same act, the 
property of “Blacks and Mulattoes,” was ex¬ 
empted from taxation for school purposes; how• 
beit, it is a fact, that from that time to the present, 


Whe^as, tho second section of the fourth article of the 
Constitution of the V. S. declares that “no person held 
to service or labor in one State under the laws thereof, 
escaping into another, shall in consequence of any law 
or regulation therein be discharged from such service or 
labor, but shall be delivered upon claim of the party to 
whom such service or labor may be due.” And where¬ 
as, the laws now jp force within the State of Ohio are 
wholly inadequate to the protection pledged by this pro¬ 
vision of the constitution lu ihe southern Stales of Ibis 
Union. And whereas, it is the duly of those who reap 
the largest measure of benefits conferred by the consti¬ 
tution to recognize to their full extent the obligations 
which that instrument imposes. And whereas, it is ihe 
delitiejale conviction of this Genera! Assembly that the 
coristitution can only be sustained as it was framed hy 
spirit of just compromise;—therefore, 

See. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Otuo, That when any person held to laber or ser¬ 
vice in any of the United States under the laws thereol 
shall escape into this State, the person to whom such la¬ 
bor or service is due, his or her agent and attorney is 
hereby authored to apply to any judge of any court of 
record ip this State, or to any justice of the peace, or to

posed age of such fugitive, with a pertinent description 
of his or her person, shall issue his warrant under his 
hand and seal, and directed to the sheriff or constable of 
any county in this State, authorizing and directing 
said sheriff or constable to seize bud arrest the 
said fugitive who shall be named in the said warrant;
